Records responsive to your request were previously processed under the provisions of the 
Freedom of Information Act. Enclosed is one CD containing 111 pages of previously processed documents 
and a copy of the Explanation of Exemptions.

Documents or information referred to other Government agencies were not included in this release. 

Records which may have been responsive to your request were destroyed on November 21, 1988 
and April 15, 2010. Since this material could not be reviewed, it is not known if it was responsive to your 
request.

EXPLANATION OF EXEMPTIONS
